is @ necessity in one way or another to all of us. Overwork is of our own 

making, and, like all self-imposed burdens, is beyond our strength. 
»_ Very often it. happens that we have too much to do, because. we failed to — 
do the work of the hour-in its season. An unwise postponement brings us 
into difficulties. What should have been yore or conflicts with what. is 
now necessary of accomplishment, and the result is confusion. Besides, the 
‘consciousness of being behind-hand' fatigues one. The only way to avoid 
overwork is to be punctual, careful, and moderate,; 
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Tue ability to publie or the thoughts 
of the mind, isa gift greatly tobe desired. It is more generally attamable 
than is by many supposed. Public speaking is necessarily a. very, widely 
used medium of communication in connection with the Chureh, of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints ; hence we have a community of preachers, one of 
the chief duties of the priesthood ate: to preach the Gospel of the — 
in all the world for a witness. 

It is laudable in the brethren to waltivate this such: culttire to 
greatly increase their usefulness. Attention to this subject is more especially 
incumbent upon the traveling ministry, but has a general apPication, to all 
who have received a portion of the priesthood. . 

‘The Lord has not placed a premium upon indolence, therefore te: requires 
that his servants shall be fruitful in the things of the kingdom, | This implies 
that they should, aided. by the Spirit of truth, make themselves acquainted 
with his revelations given in ancient and modern times, and acquire. useful 
Gnformation of various kinds from good books and every other legitimate 
available source. The minds of the brethren should also be engaged in study 
and reflection upon the knowledge thus acquired, the mentality being 80 con- 
‘stituted that by this process truth begets truth. This course’ renders the 
amind a veritable storehouse of good things, giving the Spirit of God, in the 
‘performance of its office of bringing to the remembrance. the things paceaneny 
to be spoken at the very time they are needed, something to work upon. | 

‘With 2 foundation of this kind none need despair becoming public speakers, 
‘in the true sense of the word. What we mean by that is not the possession of 
‘what is known as brilliant oratorical power,, but the ability to convey, ina 
clear, modest, earnest manner the truths of the Gospel with which the mind 
‘is well filled, so as to be understood by those who listen. But let it always 
‘be kept in mind that the speaker must have an understanding ‘of what he is 
talking about.

duty...The disturbance, of the nervous equilibrium caused by having to occupy 
so conspicuous a public position, tends to confuse the mind and consequently 
the utterance. The beginner should not, get discouraged on this account, but, 
with the help of God, make it a point to school, his feelings) When he gains 
this mastery, he begins to cultivate the ability of thinking while upon his 
feet, and giving expression to those thoughts in: speech. Repeated failures, 
from the overpowering confusion consequent upon nervous feeling, is no evi- 
dence of inability to become an efficient preacher.of the Gospel. The contrary 
is more frequently the case, after timidity, by. the strengthening power of the 
Spirit, by practice and perseverance, has been sufficiently overcome to enable 
the person to retain clearness of mind. __ 

_ Like every other duty, the preaching of the Gospel should be done with 
thoughtfulness and care. A general difficulty with beginners is that they are 
in too great haste to utter their thoughts. They are apt to rush on, afraid the 
idea will escape if they do not tell it with rapidity. ‘There is a tendency also 
to take up one thought after another without pausing to consider, frequently 
leading to an intermingling that robs the remarks of the clearness they would 
otherwise have, and finally perhaps there isan abrupt collapse. This is purely 
the result of i inexperience, and is no evidence of the lack of ability, so the 
brother who may find himself in this’ situation need not be discouraged. 

To cultivate an avoidance of this the person should endeavor to be deliber- 
ate. He should not get the idea that if he pause for a moment at the close of 
a sentence, the congregation will think he is stuck fast. It gives them time 
to mentally grasp the idea just expressed, thus preparing them to bear 
another., When the Spirit suggests a thought to the mind, the mental power 
should concentrate upon it until it has been expressed and communicated to 
the, audience. Then take up the next thought, and so on, each idea being 
thus clearly defined. 

: beyond a reasonable length of time should be carefully avoided. 
Iti is a great virtue in a preacher to know when to terminate his discourse. 
‘The habit of passing too many good stopping places has occasionally an unde- 
sirable « effect. This is sure to be the case if the speaker has intimated that he 
is about to conclude... No matter how well he may speak after that, he has 
being prepared. for, that his. subsequent enunciations generally fall” upon 
unwilling ears, . ‘The good effect. of many an otherwise excellent. meeting is 
Spoiled by some one. rising, near the time when it should be di ed, only 
“to say a few words,” and, matin, the ‘people an unreasonable length of 


times 
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“In reference to public speaking, owe listen toelders with great pleasure, even 
‘when their words are but few. They give evidence a 
‘good spirit, their utterances aré edifying. 
reading for the purpose of thé mind it is not: 
cial to spread over too much ground. As a rule it will be-found better to 
confine the reading within reasonable limits, and to reflect upon and digest 
what is thus perused. Desultory reading is not so as it does 
‘encourage the power to concentrate the mind. 

‘Elders who are diligent and studious not only vender’ eiuitnin ieee 


‘more efficient in their present ministerial labors, but this training and culture 


enhances their powers for all time, and they even carry the advantages thus 


gained into eternity. The kingdom of God is in need of faithful and efficient 


‘men at home’and abroad. There isroom enough and work sufficient for all 
‘who will cultivate and exercise the eifts that have been bestowed upon them 
by the Most High. 


No one who has a fair of the wrineiples of the Gospel 


can learn to tell a plain, straightforward, truthful story need feel’ that he is 


‘not or cannot become a preacher. Considering the circumstances of the 


elders, taken from their various vocations of life and placed in the missionary 


‘field, they preach with an ability, power and effectiveness, that is . very 


remarkable. This they are enabled to do by diligence and the ay and
